A well-dressed and bearded old man 
entered a restaurant and ordered a fancy 
dinner. The waiter, anxious to be well-tip- 
ped, did his very best to please the gentle- 
man. To the dismay of the waiter, he found 
a ten cent tip, could not control his indi- 
gnation, and followed the gentleman out- 
side. 

“Sir" he cried, “I am afraid I cannot 
accept your tip." 

The gentleman replied, “Oh, you think 
it is too little for your service? But, my 
good friend, what I have left for you on 
the table is the summary story of war and 
peace, ambitions and pains, pride and pre- 
judice, agony and pleasure, love and hatred. 
It is that enigmatic, upredictable and most 
sought after asset in the world, and you 
tell me you don’t like it. Come, come my 
friend.” 

That gentleman may have found a way 
out of a tip, but he certainly told the story 
of money as briefly as it can humanly be 
told. I remembered this story when I was 
comparing the behaviour of the Lebanese 
pound and the Italian lira. 

Economic theory tells us that the pur- 
chasing power of money, in both domestic 
and foreign markets, is largely determined 
by the strength of the respective economy. 
Italy has been recently hit by massive la- 
bour strikes and political turmoil which has 
almost paralysed the Italian economy. The 
lira has behaved in a predictable manner 
and lost a considerable part of its value, 
commensurate with the decline in econo- 
mic activity. 

The Lebanese pound, however, reveals 
a different story altogether. Although Le- 
banese economic activity came to a com- 
plete halt, it managed to maintain a much 
brighter picture. All devastation and havoc 
within Lebanon was not short of shaking 
the pound. Only two weeks ago, it began 
to show signs of decline which were small, 
however measured. 

Therefore, the assumed theoretical rela- 
tion between the value of money and eco- 
nomic activity fails to explain the contra-

A different soil - based comp- 
ost, which would also suR most 
plants, can be made up as fol- 
lows : 2- 3 parte by volume soil, 
1 part sand, 1 part peat moss 
and 1 part manure, crumbled 
up well and mixed in thoroug- 
hly. A compound fertilizer may 
be added to tins too, but it is 
not so essential on account of 
the manure. 

The peat used in making up 
bough proprietory potting com- 
posts should always be damp 
whilst the sand and the soil 
should be fairly dry. 

The peat based composts are 
particularly suitable for many 
of the house plants grown for 
their decorative leaves, and for 
azaleas. If your plants are plan- 
ted in this type of compost 
when you buy them, you should 
repot them in a similar mixt- 
ure.

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Moro gains support in 
moves to form new 
Italian government

ROME, Jan. 26, (Age- 
ncies). — Caretaker Premier 
Aldo Moro was assured today 
that he would have the support 
of Italian Social Democrats and 
perhaps of Republicans in his 
attempts to form a minority go- 
vernment composed solely of 
Christian Democrats. 

Mr Moro met today with re- 
presentatives of the two parti- 
es he yesterday invited to join 
with his Christian Democrats 
in a tripartite coalition. When 
the small, left-of-center Repu- 
blican Party rejected that pro- 
posal, it appeared that Mr Moro 
had exhausted all possible co- 
mbinations for a coalition and 
would have to form a one-party 
cabinet and hope for enough 
parliamentary support to susta- 
in it. 

Social democrats told the 
caretaker premier today that 
they were prepared to support 
a government in which they 
had no representatives “beca- 
use of the gravity of the situa- 
tion,” according to party lea- 
der Giuseppe Saragat. 

The Republican Party said 
its support for a minority Ch- 
ristian Democrat government 
ment would depend on its econ- 
omic policies. 

It also seemed possible that 
Italian Socialists might back 
Mr Moro’s latest plan, since 
several party leaders suggested 
at a meeting on Saturday that 
a Christian Democrat govern- 
ment might be the answer to 
the current crisis. 

The last Italian government, 
also led by Mr Moro, collapsed 
on January 7 when the Sociali- 
sts withdrew their parliamen- 
tary support from it over its 
economic programmes. 


Mr Moro was scheduled to 
consult next with members of 
his own party, whose support 
for him has never been in do- 
ubt. 

As the reservations of the 
Republican Party prove, if a 
Christian Democrat govern- 
ment is formed, it will be a fra- 
il one, with the difficult task of 
enacting urgent economic me- 
asures without assurance of a 
parliamentary majority. And if 
it should collapse, the country 
will face general elections in 
the spring, a year earlier than 
scheduled^— a prospect all the 
nation’s political parties hope 
to avoid. 

Because of that, the new go- 
vernment would be likely to ta- 
ke limited and short-term acti- 
on in the crucial economic, 
financial and social fields. 

Israel makes 
another withdrawal 
in northern Sinai 

CAIRO, Jan. 26 (AFP). — Egyp- 
tian forces today took posses- 
sion of a sector of the northern 
Sirtai along the Mediterranean, 
evacuated by Israeli troops, an 
official military spokesman an- 
nounced here. 

The sector, east of Port Fuad 
and Qantara, was the first in 
the northern part of the penin- 
sula which Egypt has taken 
over under last September's se- 
cond Sinai disengagement agre- 
ement. Earlier Israeli withdra- 
wals were from southern areas.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. (A- 
FP). — Alabama Governor Ge- 
orge Wallace, the only one of 
the many contenders for the 
U.S. presidential election cam- 
paigning from a wheelchair, 
was back in the spotlight today 
after his victory on Saturday in 
Democratic precinct caucuses 
in the state of Mississippi. 

His political strength was 
questioned after his Southern 
rival, Jimmy Carter, former 
Governor of Georgia, finished 
first with a surprisingly strong 
showing in similar elections in 
Iowa last week. 

But Gov. Wallace proved th- 
at he remains a force to be re- 
ckoned with — especially in the 
South, and also among conser- 
vative Democrats across the na- 
tion — by winning 42 per cent 
of the delegates elected in Mis- 
sissippi to Mr. Carter's 16 per 
cent. 

In spite of his physical han- 
dicaps — he has been paralysed 
from the waist down since be- 
ing shot in an assassination at- 
tempt in 1972, and is also par- 
tially deaf — Gov. Wallace is ca- 
mpaigning energetically in Flo- 
rida for the primary election to 
be held there on Inarch 9, wh- 
ere he will again face Mr Car- 
ter. 

If Gov. Wallace scores an- 
other victory over him in Flo- 
rida, Mr Carter will have little 
chance of winning his party's 
nomination. 

In spite of appearances that 
he is running hard for the Wh- 
ite House, Gov. Wallace’s amb- 
itions may be more limited. 

Last week in Florida, he told 
friends that if the Democratic 
Party did not. choose him as its 
candidate, he had no intention 
of presenting himself to the vo- 
ters at the head of a third par- 
ty, as he did in 1968.

The list of subjects presen- 
ted by the “19” is virtually an 
inventory of the most pressing 
economic problems between 
the rich and poor countries, 
and largely reflects the deman- 
ds put forward by the Third 
World in other international 
bodies including the 7th special 
session of the United Nations 
General Assembly last Septem- 
ber. 

Specific issues emphasised in 
the list include steps to protect 
the purchasing power of en- 
ergy and raw materials export 
earnings, and a “revalorisati- 
on” of the latter. The "19” al- 
so call for increased access to 
the market of industrialised co- 
untries in order to boost their 
exports, and they request dis- 
cussion of emergency measu- 
res to alleviate the debt burd- 
en of the worst off among the 
developing countries.
